| great velocity, and as the night advanced 
the velocity of the wind increased until 
it attained a speed of 130 miles an hour 
at 3 o'clock. And this is about the time 
the City of Savannah went ashore. 

But it was not until the next morning 
that the people knew of the great and 
terrible danger through which they had 
passed. The wind alone was a storm which 
would have terrorized any community, but 
With the blinding rain and the vivid flashes 
of lightning and the deafening peals of 
thunder the hearts of the stoutest were 
made to quail. No painting with the brush 
or pen could give the faintest idea of the 
night. Then, is it any wonder that of the 
300 and more who lost their lives that 
night that one, a lady, should have died 
from sheer fright? All through the night 
husbands guarded their wives and childrea 
as though protecting them from some dead- 
ly foe that could be handled by man. All 
up and down the coast line, imthe towns, 
in the farmhouses, in the boats, the people 
walked to and fro each minute expecting 
death, and all the time praying for d>- 
liverance. In many iustances, the people 
left their homes and lashed themselves tu 
trees to prevent being blown away. The 
vessels on the waters rode the mad waves 
with anchors. dragging along behind as 
though anchors were made of cork and 
not of iron. 

With the dawn of Monday the rain ceased 
and the winds began to subside. The sun 
came out and the skies became blue and 
clear. ‘There was nothing in the morniag 
to tndicate tbe terrible story of the night 
before. But seattered through the streets 
of Beaufort, Port Royal and the other 
towns along the coast and along the banks 
of the rivers were evidences of the great 
fury of the storm of Sunday night. Houses

On Beaufirt island twelve bodies have 
been buried. 

At jhe Coosaw mines five bodies have 
been buried. 

At Cain’s Neck twenty-two bodies have 
been recovered and buried, and reports 
are that seventy-nine lives were lost there. 

On the Eustis place, one of the richest 
plantations of Lady's island, forty-seven 
new made graves were filled yesterday 
morning. 

At the other end of Lady’s island seven 
Other dead bodies have been found. 

At Dawtha’s island, a place of about 
1,200 acres, eighty lives are reported lost, 
and nearly half that many bodies have 
been recovered. 

In addition to the list of those given 
elseWhere from St. Helena it is estimated 
that 150 lives have been lost. ‘This infor- 
mation was given by George W. Wilkins, 
a member of the firm of J. J- Dale & Co., 
storekeepers on the island. 

Qn Warsaw island reliable information 
has plaeed forty-five in the grave. 

On Hunting island, the island off which 
the steamship City of Savannah was 
wrecked, forty-six are dead.

wert something like three hundred of these, 
the average value be'ng about $2,000, and 
which are scattered all over the marshes. 
Many of these can be recovered. but there 
are at least fifty that are total wrecks. 
The dredge Kennedy is bottom up and will 
probably not be saved. There were nine 
steam tugs in the Beanfort waters, and of 
these only two, the Bristol and the Cecilia, 
are afloat. The others are seattered around 
over the marsh land or beached on the 
biuffs. 

The Weymouth is aground in front of the 
clubhouse, and the Pilot Boy is lying on its 
side a few hundred yards further up. The 
Ivanhoe, Kent, Ida, Juno, Catherine and 
Reliance are scattered around through the 
marshes and ficlds. These boats will aver- 
age $25,000 in value. Most of them can be 
saved but several of them only at great labor 
and expense, 

An idea of the severity of the wind and 
tide during the storm can be gathered from 
the fact that though the Pilot Boy had out 
two anchors and kept on a full head of 
steam, trying to hold her position in the 
teeth of the wind, she was swept back and 
beached high and dry. 

Getting to Beaufort was a considerable 
undertaking, but getting back to Yemassee 
tonight to put the story on the wire was 


houses having been swept away and crops 
totally destroyed.”

The morning after the storm there was not 
a single street in Beaufort that was paSsable. 
The trees have now been cut away and tim- 
bers moved to one side so that passage is 
possible. No vestige remains of the bath- 
hquses in front of the Sea Island hotel except 
a few piles and the magnificent trees in 
front of the hotel are twisted and torn and 
several prostrated. The waves dashed 
against the clubhouse steps. The roof of 
the hotel kitehen was carried away. 

The damage of this kind is too general to 
mention in detail. 

Port Rovyal’s Condition. 

Port. Royal suffered severely in the storm, 

but her wharves will be repaired in time for

The rest of us re 
mained on the upper deck clingtng on to 
the railing. The sea was not high mictgh 
then to sweep over us. We were wet by 
spray, but not by any waves directly. 
“Tuesday morning as soon as it was 
light the captain ordered the only two 
life boats that were left lewered, under 
the command of the first and second offi- 
cers. Four sailors were allotted to each 
boat. The ladder was manned by strong 
seaman. As each woman went down, as 
soon as a certain point was reached, the 
order was given to.jump- The sailors on 
the boat caught them as_ they 
came down. Mrs. Lamar’s two babies were 
thrown down and caught safely by sailors. 
One is a young infant, the other I should 
judge, eighteen or twenty mé@fiths old, 
There had been plenty of condensed milk 
saved, and care was taken to keep enough 
good water to mix it with. The babies 
being unconseious of danger and well’taken 
care off, suffered less than anybody else. . 
“We had all suffered considerably from 
the absence of water.

Anx ous Watchers Waist for Tidings—La- 
test Storm News from Savannah, 
Incidents of the Great Storm. 


Beaufort, S. C., August 31.—(Special.)— 
Over three hundred and ninety dead bodies 
fave been found on the islands about Beau- 
fort and Port Royal. Over two millions 
of property has been wrecked near the 
ame points. 

And both of these are the direct result 
if the severe storm which xwept along 
the Atlantic coast Sunday night. 

Every one of the fifteen or twenty is- 
nds lying around Port Royal and Beaufort

At first none thought of giving attention 
to anythtng or anybody outside of his own 
needs, but as the dead bodies multiphed 
the good Samaritan feeling grew and by 
noon every one on the chain of islands 
about this place had become a grave dig- 
ger. It was the pick and the shovel alone 
which were in demand, and the number 
of dead prevented any unstinted use ot 
these tools. 

All during the day Monday the bodies 
continued to multiply so rapidly that Cor- 
oner Frederick Wells was compelled to 
swear in a half dozen deputies, one for 
each of the islhauds where deaths were re-_ 
ported. And one of these deputies held 
one inquest over seventy-eight people, and 
while the inquest was being held seventy- 
eight graves were being dug and seventy- 
and fast de-

friends who had escaped death -so nar- 
rowly.

A Glance at the Map. 


A glance at the map will show that 
around this place there is a group of some 
twenty islands. Some of these are very 
small with only one or two families liv- 
ing thereon, while others are larger and 
accommodate as many inhabitants as 
4.500. Some of these have not yet been 
heard from at all, whde of those which 
have been “spoken” there was not a single 
one which did not increase the death roll. 
On some o? these the death rate was large, 
but in many instances. the names cannot 
be ascertained. Many of them were be- 
yond recognition when found, while others 
were buried as unknown because no one 
was present who could identify them. 
There are only two boats here now and 
both are chartered by the Port Royal and

How Some of Them Died. 

Dr. Hazel, who lost his tife on Paris 
island, was quite an old man, and had been 
in the employment of the government at that 
point for years. He lost his life in trying 
to save two small negro boys. The boys 
were being washed away when the doctor 
put after them. The waves came dashing 
ihe 
two boys went under. The three bodf 
found very near together Tuesday morning, 
and were buried that afternoon. 

Mrs. Toibird, the oniy white tady who lost 
her life, was actually frightefied to death by 
the fury of the storm Sunday night. Her 
home in Beaufort rocked like a ecradie in the 
windstorm, and notwithstanding the pres- 
ence of her husband, who did everything 
in his power to calm her, the good lady went 
into spasms and died of pure fright. 

Of ail the deaths only three were white, 
Dr. Hazel, Mrs. Toibird and Engineer Hand, 
who went down with the dredge Kennedy. 

And ‘Hand’s death was one of the saddest 
features of the storm. He was a married 
man with a big family and an aged mother 
dependent upon him, and to whom he was 
most lovingly devoted. He and his fireman 
went down with the Kennedy dredge, and 
the bodies of both are now in the inverted 
boat in the Coosaw river. The wrecking 
of the Kennedy is only one of the many mar- 
velous and fantastie freaks of the storm and 
the escape of some of the members of the 
craw is just as inexplilcable as the wrecking 
itse't. The Kennedy was one of the largest 
as well as the most substantial dredge boats 
on the river. There was a crew of tive men 
and one boy on it when it Keeled over, and 
their escape was accomplished after each had 
given up ail hopes; and had made up his mind 
to die. 

A Wonderful Escape. 


The escape of the boy Arthur Wiison, a lad 


of twelve years, can hardly be credited. The

boat had been heavily anchored, but the force 
of the wind broke it away and sent it drift- 
ing aimleslsiy over the river. The engineer 
applied all the steam he could carry and 
facing the gale attempted to aid the new 
anchors thrown out in holding their‘piace. But 
the force of the ‘winds was greater than his 
combined dead weight and full steam. The 
dredge was tossed about froni one huge wave 
to another. Finaily one bigger than ail 
others came and when the dredge went up on 
it, it turned almost a somersault and came 
down with the keei up, and that is the way 
it is now resting. Ail that can De seen of 
the boat which cost $300,000 and more, is 
its bottom. 

‘As the boat turned Engineer Hand was at 
his post and went under with it. He was 
in the engine room and could not escape. His 
fireman was there beside him, and there both 
bodies are yet. 

Before the boat turned the crew had grown 
uneasy, and the lad had buckled on a life- 
preserver. When the boat went over he and 
his mates were tossed overboard, but Wilson 
managed to catch a rope fastened to the boat. 
Till daylight, Monday, he clung to that rope, 
and when the sun came out and a boat came 
in sight, he fe:t like crying for joy. But 
the boat passed him, and ail day iong the kid 
hung on to the rope. The seas were running 
high and it was certain death to let go. He 
was cold and almost stiff. Throughout the 
day he hung on, and when dark settied over 
the water Monday night he had given up 
ali hopes. Ail through the night, though, 
he- kept his grip on the rope, each minute 
growing ‘weaker and fainter. ‘pete 

Just about dawn ‘Tuesday morning his 
strength gaye out and the lad closed his eye 
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Hunting island where thesd@éters were exhib- 
ited to the‘lighthouse keepsr>> The lighthouse 
keeper is one of the oldest menson the coasr 
and has been in the service for>@ number of 
years. He relieved the sailors of the message 
and carried it to the collector of the port, ex- 
Congressman Robert Smalls. The letter reac: 

“The Savannah Steamship Conrmpany, Savan- 
nah, Ga.: Send two boats to take off passen- 
genrs ang bring them in. The City of Savan- 
nah is ashore and is a total wreck. She is 
going to pieces fast off Hunting island Hght- 
house.”’ 

Cotlector Smaltis at once secured the ser- 
vices of the tugs Bristol and Cecilla. The 
tristol Jeft Beaufort about half-past 1 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon and reached the 
City of Savannah about 5 o’clock. The sea 
was running mountain high and the Bristo. 
Was unabie to reach ‘the vessel. Neither 
could the life boats live in the waves and 
all the Bristol could do was to rest upon her 
anchors and watch the vessel. It was a 
thrilling and interesting picture the Savannah 
presented to those. the Bristol. Mr. W. 
H. Riley, engineer of the tug, recounts his 
experience of the evening in the most interest- 
ing and entertaining manner. 

“The Savannab,”’ said be, ‘“‘went ashore off 
Hunting island lighthouse and about five 
miles from land on Fiipp’s shoals... We ap- 
proached within an eighta of @ mile of the 
Savannah. but could get no nearer to her 
because of the shallow water. We dropped 
our boats and ¥an Hortea and O'Brien, two 
of the oldest pilots of the coast, attempted

to go to her, but the seawas too rough and 
they were compelled to réurn to the Bristol. 
We saw that we could donothing for the re- 
lief of the passengers an. crew and decided 
to return to Beaufort foi larger life boats. 
White we were there. however, we saw 
several treat loads of peowe leave the vessel 
and we presume they pt ashore. AS we 
were on the point of Yaving the City of 
Birmingham, of the sam: line, and the Ce- 
cilia came up. Both vésels attempted to 
send beats in to the NSvannah, but their 
only success was the iés of three boats. 
We brought the Bristol] away, leaving the 
other two vessels to witch the Savannah 
during the night. Early the next morning 
the Birmingham renderedthe aid necessary.” 

The Oglethorpe, one o the dredge boats, 
which is now high anc dry in a marsk, 
floundered around in th angry waves for 
forty-eight hours. The Oglethorpe belongs 
to Mr. Paulsen, of Savmnah, and his son, 
a young man of twenty. was on board. He, 
with Captain Hendersgn had a narrow escape 
from death. The two m@ had been floating 
around in the wafer fofover twenty hours 
when they wefe picked fp Sy a yawl. Mr. 
Paulsen's experience, ag he relates it, will 
interest and entertain hp friends for many 
days to come. ;

A Hard Road to Travel. 

I arrived at Coosaw river about noon, the 
terminus of the railroad facilities, and there 
had to take the tugboat Bristol, which Colo- 
nel Averill has chartered to continue the 
business of his road to Port Royal, until he 
gets the road repaired. He expects to run 
through. to Port Royal Monday. 

The trip on the Bristol is one of surpassing 
interest just at this time. It is ahout thirty- 
five miles by water to Beaufort, and on each 
side of the waterway wrecks are strewn in 
the marshes and sometimes high and dry on 
the mainland. In the storm the water rose 
ten feet above high spring tide, and huge 
dredges, washboats, steam tugs and vessels 
of various kinds, were carried a distance 
from the normal water way. The tug Cather- 
ine is nearly five miles from water in a 
cotton field in sight of the railroad. The 
tug Kinkora is more than a mile from the 
river. In ordinary low tide the trestle at 
Coosaw river is twenty feet above water. 
When I tell you a huge washboat drawing 
five feet of water was swept over this tres- 
tle and is now on her side above the trestle 
you can get some idea of the furious waves 
of Sunday night. 

The Coosaw Mining Company’s plant is a 
wreck, almost complete, and possibly will 
not be started up again. Below this a bark- 
entine is a mile out in the marsh. All along 
the route, wherever there was an inhabited 
point, there are signs of wreck and devas- 
tation. When we got opposite Beaufort the 
water front, from end to end of the town, 
was a mass of ruins. All the wharves are 
one, warehouses ;ar@ washed completely 
away and a tangled mass of tin roofing, 
broken timbers and wrecked buildings greets 
the eye. 

George Waterhouse, who on Saturday night 
was a rich man, on Monday was ‘eft almost 
without property. 

F. W. Scheper had his warehouse swept 
away. The LGeaufort damage is estimated 
at $350,000. There was a marvelous escape 
from death, only two negroes having been 
drowned in the town. 

Beaufort Badly Crippled. 

Mayor George Holmes was seen and de- 
clared that the business of Beaufort was 
sadly crippled. It was largely supported, he 
said, by the phosphate industry, which had 
been completely swept away, and _ the 
crops in the surrounding islands, consisting 
of sea island cotton and food crops, were 
all lost. On the group of islands, in a radius 
of a few miles, there were 15,000 people, 
the overwhelming majority of whom are 
negroes. The loss of their houses and crops 
and the cessation of the phosphate industry 
leaves them without means of support. With- 
out speedy and substantial aid there wiil be 
great suffering and actual starvation. He 
said the city of Beaufort could take care of 
itself, but the surrounding population on the 
islands was in a great measure houseless 
and destitute. 

“The immediate need 
disinfectants and a few barrels of carbolic 
acid would be a godsend,”’ said he. ‘Can't 
Augusta, Atlanta or Savannah send them to 
us immediately?’ Ail debris on the water 
front is being dumped into the river, and that 
on the streets is being burned for sanitary 
purposes.”’

THE SITUATION AT SAVANNAH, 


Some Anxiety Feit About the Missing Wo- 
men—Darien Heard From. 

Savannah, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)— 
The failure of the rescuing party to return 
here tonight has caused great anxiety. 
Captain Savage would go with the tug to 
get the women, whom he had sent ashore 
from his wrecked steamer Tuesday morn- 
ing. They are supposed to have landed on 
St. Helena isiand, and it was reported 
here yesterday that they were there. The 
island is thirty-five miles from Savannah, 
and the tug was expected to get back by 
4 o'clock in the evening. 
eyes were strained on the farthest point 
distinguishable down the river, but the tug 
did not appear. 

By 8 o’clock the anxiety was distress- 
ing. Men from every part of the city 
assembled at the hotels and discussed, the 
probability of the tug coming up during the 
night. The male passengers who are here 
at the hotels as guests of the steamship 
company, were deeply worried. Some of the 
men who are here had wives or other rela- 
tives among the women. ‘They were ex- 
ceedingly nervous. 

Mr. H. M. Comer, receiver of the Cen- 
tral, was down town waiting for tidings 
until a late hour. ‘They are all right,” 
he said to me shortly before midnight. 
“They may have been transferred from the 
island to Port Royal, but you can rest as- 
sured they are al] right. The interest felt 
in the passengers by the people of Savan- 
nah and of all the state was touching.

Mouth of the Mississippi, 


BT MAY CHANGE AT ANY MOMENT 


_ feavy Rains in the Path of the Storm, 


Indicating Its Approach—Facts Gath- 
ered from the Weather Bureau. 


The storm center is still at the mouth 
of the Mississippi. river. 

Indications received at the weather bu- 
reau last night sow that the storm, for 
the last twenty-four hours, has been prac- 
tically stationary: 

It may take a fresh start, however, at 
any time and resume its journey with 
lightning-like rapidity. The arrows of the 
storm are still pointed in the direction of 
north Georgia, and while no serious fears 
are apprehended, it is, nevertheless, cér- 
tain that after a while the storm will 
reach this section. 

Heavy rains have fallen all over the 
country in the path of the storm’s advant? 
and the probability is that for several days 
these heavy rainfalls will continue. ‘Lhe 
heaviest rain yesterday was at ‘Toccoa, 
Ga., where the measurement was over an 
{pch and a half. ‘The second was at Co- 
lumbus, Ga-, where the measurement qas 
substantially the same. ‘The next was at 
Gainesville, where the rain fell just a lit- 
tle over an inch. The average rainfall 
over the section supposed to be in the path 
of the storm was slightly over half an 
inch. 

The storm center may play about in the 
gulf of Mexico for several days before re- 
suming its journey. In-the meantime 
heavy rains may be expected. 

When the storm begins to travel it is 
likely that no serious damage to person or 
property will be the result. There are 
no signs of a hurricane and no fears of 
destruction to follow in the wake of the 
storm need be reasonably apprehended. 
At all events it is more than probable that 
Atlanta will suffer no violence from the 
wind. She has always made her escape 
heretofore and if she fails she will sim- 
ply break the record, that is all. 

There were no develoyments in the 
storm at a late hour last night, but further 
reports, fndicating a decided change, may 
be received today.

A Reunion of the Regiment Was Held 
at Marietta Yesterday. | 


A BRIEF SKETCH OF THE REGIMENT 


Eloquent Speeches and a Good Time—Of- 
ficers Elected—The Next Reunion 
Will Be at Acworth. | 


Marietta, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)— 
The Twenty-third Georgia regiment held 
their reunion here today. The exercises 
were held in the courthouse. Captain R. 
M. Mitchell was the president and Mr. KR. 
kK. Lawhorn secretary. 

The address of welcome was made by 
Colonel W. R. Power, and was a fine ora- 
torical effort. 

This was responded to by Captain Mit- 
chell, in an address of great pathos, His 
review of the history of the regiment and 
the brave soldiers whom the angel of 
death had taken out of the ranks, aroused 
the well springs of sad emotion in the 
fearts of the survivors who listened to him. 

Colonel A. S. Clay was then introduced 
and captivated the audience with thrilling 
eloquence as he pictured the desolation of 
the south at the close of the war, and how 
she had ris@ phoenix-like from her ashes 
to a gre@tness and power’ beyond her 
dreams aud her hopes, 

At its conclusion others were called for 
and responses made in short speeches by R. 
kk. Lawhorn and W. 8S. Cheney. 

The meeting then adjourned for dinner, 
which was both sumptuous and elaborate 
and highly enjoyed. 

In the afternoon session the officers for 
next year were elected as follows: R. M. 
Mitchell, president; R. E. Lawhorn, sec- 
retary; J. T. Burges, J. T. Harris and 
N. J. Wilson, executive committee. 

The next meeting will be held at. Ac- 
worth, Ga., and the time will be fixed by 
the executive committee. 

A Brief History of the Regiment. 

This regiment was known as Colonel 
William Barclay’s regiment, who was kill- 
ed, in the early part of the war, at Sharps- 
burg. 

On August 31, 1861, just thirty-two years 
ago, it was mustered into service from the 
McDonough camping ground, at Kennesaw. 
The number was 1,500, and they were all 
sturdy, vigorous young men. They march- 
ed bravely to the front, and were in the 
bloodiest battles of the war. The bullet- 
pierced, battle-smoked confederate flag that 
was one of the sacred relics of war at the 
meeting, well attests the heated conflicts 
into which it was carried. 

In the battle of Sharpsburg the regiment 
numbered, at the beginning, 900 men, and 
came out with only 100, a clear loss of 800, 
including their beloved commander, Colo- 
nel William Barclay. 

In the battle of Chancellorsville, on the 
day of the night that Stonewall Jackson 
was killed, General Jackson went to Gen- 
eral Rhodes and called for a regiment of 
undoubted courage to hold the enemy in 
check while the army passed in making 
that famous flank movement around. Hook- 
er’s army. The Twenty-third Georgia 
was furnished him and was instructed to 
hold the position at all hazards until Gen- 
eral Jackson hs#@ made the flank movement 
that almost destroyed Hooker's army. The 
regiment held the position from about 9 
o’clock in the morning till about 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, against the whole ad- 
vance guard of Hooker’s army, consisting 
of fully 3,000 men, as against about 700 
in the regiment, and at the cost of two- 
thirds of their number being captured or 
killed. While the regiment went into the 
war with 1,500 men it came out’ with 
not “more than 400. The survivors now 
number about 200.

BIBB COUNTY'S COMMISSIONERS MEET 


All the News of the Day from the Cen- 
tral iCity Condensed — Macon Has 
Confidencein Certificates, Too. 


Macon, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)—The 
interesting rumor is afloat on the streets 
of Macon today that Hon. Nat E.. Harris 
may be a candidate for congress from this 
district next year. Parties in position to 
know say that he will certainly be in the 
race if the present congress does not afford 
the country financial relief on the lines 
marked out in the democratic platform. 
The mere repeal of the Sherman bill does 
not touch the question or answer the pur- 
pose. If he is a candidate he will take the 
stuup and make an aggressive campaign. 
He does not believe in the _ burial 
of silver. He is no monometallist, He does 
not believe that the poor must unceasingly 
toil that the rich may reap. He beiieves 
that prosperity, freedom and independence 
will come by the use of both gold and 
silver. It seems to him that the vote of 
the house in favor of the unconditionai re- 
peal of the Sherman bill, without proposing 
any subsequent legislation in behalf of sil- 
ver, is a mutil@lion of the democratic plat- 
form. ‘That vote means the attempted de- 
struction of the white metal. He is not 
ready to join in the demonetization of sil- 
ver, and if congress adjourns without mak- 
ing some provision for silver, Mr. Harris 
may be a candidate for the next congress. 
He thinks that the pledges of the demo- 
cratic platform should not be violated with 
impunity and that gold and silver’ money 
should be supplied, as a great majority of 
the people have demanded. 

Mr. Harris is one of the ablest lawyers 
in Georgia. He has represented Bibp 
county in the legislature two terms, and 
was chairman of the house finance com- 
mittee. He is chairman of-the board of 
trustees of the State Technological school 
and a trustee of the State university. 

Hon. Bob Whitfield, of Milledgeville, 
makes no secret of his candidacy for con- 
gress. He openly and freely announces 
it. He will invite a joint debate with all 
candidates when the campaign opens, and 
says he is prepared to shell the woods. 

The next race in the sixth district prom- 
ises to be exceedingly lively. Of course the 
present able and popular incumbent, Hon. 
Tom Cabaniss, will be a candidate for re- 
election. His strength is great in the dis- 
trict and it will take a powerful strong 
man to beat him. 

Many are of the opinion that Hon. C. L. 
Bartlett will not enter the congressional 
race next year, but will be a candidate for 
the position on the supreme bench now 
held by Associate Justice T. J. Simmons. 

County Commissioners’ Meeting. 

The county commissioners met today. 
There appeared before them a committee 
from the road commissioners, composed of 
Ben L. Jones, Walter B. Chapman and C. 
W. Howard, who handed in their estimate 
of the amount of money needed for roads 
The sum asked for

last year, though fully $20,000 has been 
spent. The commissioners discussed the 
matter some time and put off action until 
the regular monthly meeting, next Tues- 
dav. The bid for coal was let to A. L. 
Butts and Ben C. Smith. who furnish an 
equal supply at $4.25 per ton for soft coal. 
The bid was on 105 tons. There were 
several other bidders, one being an At- 
lanta firm, but the commissioners preferred 
patronizing home dealers. Coal for next 
winter will be bought at a cheaper, price 
than was paid last winter. The bid for 
replumbing the courthouse was let to ©. 
A. Eden & Co. for $361. The other busi- 
ness transacted by the commissioners Was 
not of much general interest.

| * Judge Marshall J. Clarke has resigned, 


and will henceforth be a lawyer at the 
Atlanta bar, practicing under the court 
over Which he has so ably presided for 


pearly nine years. 

Judge Clarke's resignation has gone to 
the governor, and was quite a surprise to 
‘the chief executive. 

Governor Northen was unwilling to ac- 
gept it, and at once took steps looking to 
yersuade Judge Clarke to withdraw the

jocument. He sent for Colonel N. J. Ham- 
mond, a warm friend of Judge Clarke, 
and asked him to go to the judge and beg 
bim to take back the resignation. 

Colonel Hammond called upon Judge 
Clarke and advanced a strong plea on be- 
half of the governor and a personal plea for 
himself. saying. at the time that he knew 
he voiced the sentiment of every lawyer 
at the Atlanta bar and the people generally 
when he asked the judge to reconsider his 
action, and not fesign. 

But Judge Clarke’s mind was made up, 
and those who know him at all well know 
that when his mind is once made up it is 
like breaking adamtine bonds to change it. 

He told Colonel Hammond he had gone 
about the matter with deliberation and 
thought. He had for a long time thought 
of resigning, and would have resigned in 
time for his resignation to take effect yes- 
terday, but for the fact that when he re- 
turned from his vacation he found so much 
work ahead of him that he wanted to clear 
it for his successor. He said that he 
finished this work yesterday and at once 
sent his resignation to the governor. 

Judge Clarke says the place does not 
pay him enough, considering the vast 
amount of work that is involved and the 
responsibilitv. He could not be dissuaded 
from what he had done. 

Governor Northen heard what Colonel 
Hammond told him about the judge’s de- 
termination with genuine regret and disap- 
pointment. He determined at once to go 
to see Judge Clarke himself and ask a re- 
consideration of his action and a _ with- 
drawal of his resignation. Judge Clarke 
told him. as he had told Colonel Hammond, 
that it was useless to urge him from his 
course, however much he felt flattered by 
the compliments of the governor. He said 
he could not continue to hold the office 
since it was such a responsible position, 
involving no one knew how much hard and 
tedious labor and paying very little jn com- 
parison. Tle said he thought he had filled 
ae long enough. He could do better 
for himself practicing law, and felt called 
upon to do it. 

It was not until he heard this that the 
governor thought of acting on the resigna- 
tion. He accepted it, and decided to eall 
ito conference the lawyers of the Atlanta 
bar as to making an appointment of Judge 
Clarke's snecessor. 

He will be governed to a great measure 
by the action of the Atlanta bar in making 
the appointment. 

There will be a meeting of the lawyers 
of the city next week to take action on 
the matter and agree upon some recom- 
mendation to the governor. 

Of course, the governor wants to get the 
best man for the place. He said yesterday 
that he regarded the resignation of Judge 
Clarke 4s a calamity, almost, the judge 
having worked his way intomall the duties 
of the office so well and so faithfully. 

He says he has not thought of taking 
ay action definitely, yet, looking to the 
appointment of Judge Clarke's successor, 
€nd will not, in all probability, for several] 

ys. 

Made No Explanations. 

Judge Clarke made no explanations in his 
letter to the goveynor for resigning. He 
spoke plainly and’ to the point, and with 
his accustomed politeness.

He has won golden opinions from the 
Atlanta bar since he became judge of the 
circuit, and is held in highest esteem by 
all of the lawyers of the circuit. 

The effect of the resignation of Judge 
Clarke upon the Atlanta bar was to scatter 
general and genuine disappointment and re- 
gret. They all feel very sorry that Judge 
Clarke has resigned, and talked about it in 
groups here and there through the court- 
house corridors yesterday. 

As to His Successor. 

Who will be Judge Clarke’s successor is 
& question that is already being gossiped 
here and there. 

Some of the lawyers say it will be a 
chance for Judge Howard Van Epps to 
take a step, this being the identical step 
that Judge Clarke took to get the place 
he has resigned, from the city to the su- 
perior. 

Others say Judge Westmoreland will be 
able to make a leap, if he wants to hgld 
court upstairs, as a superior court judge. 

Very many of the lawyers would like to 
see Solicitor Charley Hill enter the arena 
and become a candidate for the place, and 
if he will do so they will be for him first, 
last and all the time. 

Captain W. D. Ellis is strongly backed 
by leading members of the bar. The eup- 
port of which he has already been assured 
is almost as flattering as the appointment 
itself would be. Captain Ellis’s close busi- 
ness methods and amplytical mind, it is 
held, fit him admirably for the position. 

Of the fitness of Mr. Alex King there ig 


equally strong testimony. He was approach- 


ed by both lawyers and business men, urg- 
ing him to permit them to push his interests. 
The demonstration in his favor was highly 
flattering. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn is another whose 
name has already been mentioned in this 
connection. His friends, and he has a 
great many of them among the Atlanta 
lawyers, have already been whispering his 
hame here and there and urging him to 
run. Colonel Glenn is known as one of the 
leading lawyers of Georgia. He is known 
to be one of the most thorough students of 
law in Georgia, and that he would make 
a good judge nobody has denied or can 
deny. 

In the event of Judge Westmoreland go- 
ing “upstairs,” the friends of Judge J. T.

Interview with Judge Clarke. 

A Constitution reporter had the follow- 
ing interview with Judge Clarke last night. 
He said: 

“Some time ago I decided to resign as 
soon as I returned from the springs, to 
take effect today, but I found a great deal 
of work had accumulated during my ab- 
sence, which I did not care to leave for 
my successor to attend to. I postponed 
the matter until 1 should get things in a 
good shape and went to work. I have re- 
signed for the simple reason that I have 
held the position as judge for a long time 
and Save become tired of the onerous duties 
of the office. No one knows the work that 
is done in this circuit. Last year over 
twelve hundred jury cases were heard and 
already SUO have been docketed this vear, 
which is at the rate of 1,600 a year. I 
firmly believe that in the course of time 
the amount of business will justify the di- 
viding of the circuit, for no one man can 
dispose of the work. Now for a judge to 
hear a thousand jury cases a year is a good 
record, and you see if over 1,600 cases 
come up this year, why, he must be a very 
active and industrious man to dispose of 
that amount of business.” 

How Court Shou!d Be Run. 

“] believe,” continued Judge Clarke, 
“that the courts ought to be run on a busi- 
ness plan, just like a bank. When a man 
has a case in court it ought to be carried 
right through. Then, too, the business 
of chambers is rapidly increasing, and yoy 
would be surprised to know the number of 
applications for receivers, appointing trus- 
tees, granting of charters, ete., that claim 
my attention. I am going back to the 
practice of law and expect to throw my 
whole energies in this direction. I will 
open my Jaw office just as soon as my suc- 
cessor is duly elected and assumes contra. 
I postponed my resignation until the 15th 
so as to give ample time in which to 
elect an able and eflicient man. It is the 
most important office we have.

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He Gets Released from the Charge of 
Contempt to Court. 


JUDGE MARSHALL CLARKE’S OPINION 


It Was a Source of Much Gratification to 
Mr. Ryan—All About the Decision of 
the Court as Rendered. 


Steve Ryan, virtually a free man since 
last December, was adjudged not in con- 
tempt yesterday merning by Judge Mar- 
shall J. Clarke. 

The greater part of his decision was 
written last year, and would have been 
filed with the clerk, had not the attorneys 
for Ryan seen fit to pray for a trial by 
jury. 

This much is stated in the opening re- 
marks of the decision, which read as fol- 
lows: 

“In December, 1892, the abcve stated 
case’’—Kingsbery against Ryan—‘“was _be- 


fore the court upon exceptions to the au- 


ditor’s report as hereinafter more fully ex- 
plained. The court had been engaged many 
days in considering such exceptions and 
its opinion had been prepared and was 
withheld only that some of its statements 
might be rendered more accurate by refer- 
ence to certain of respondent’s pleadings.” 

After referring to the motion for dis- 
charge or a trial by jury, the court declares 
that the motion should prevail, “and now 
delivers the opinion written last December, 
and which would have then been completed, 
signed and delivered but that the court 
supposed that its jurisdiction had been di- 
vested.”’” The cause for this supposition was 
a decision of the supreme court coupled 
with the act of 1892. 

All About the Ryan Case. 

Stephen Ryan failed, and his store was 
put in the hands of a receiver. The re- 
ceiver, Mr. Charles Kingsbery, reported 
that Ryan had about $120,490.79, which 
he refused to turn over as part of his 
assete. 

Ryan was then taken before Judge Gober 
and dommitted to jail for contempt of 
court, as Judge Gober agreed with the re- 
ceiver. Ryan made affidavit and swore 
that he did not have the money, but offered 
to settle with his creditors at 30 cents on 
the dollar. Ryan took the case to the su- 
preme court, and Judge Gober’s decision 
was affirmed, 

A petition for discharge was filed by 
Ryan on certain new facts, the kiting, pay- 
ments discovered on the books, and other 
items. The plaintiffs filed a demurrer to the 
effect that the case was res adjudicata. 
That is that there had been a_  con- 
tention between Ryan and theereceiver. 
that it had been decidd adversely and 
affirmed by the supreme court. The su- 
preme court commented on the difference 
between contempt of court and imprison- 
ment for debt. The decision. declared. that 
it was in the discretion of Judge Clarke to 
review, at any time that he saw fit, the 
judgement that a man was in contempt. 
Judge Clarke was also directed, in dis 
discretion, to refer the matter to an au- 
ditor. 

When the decision came back to Judge 
Clarke, Mr. Henry Peeples was appointed 
auditor by the judge. Auditor Peeples, 
after weeks of work, reported $73,000 as 
being Ryan’s possession. This decreased 
Judge Gober’s amount by $50,000. 

Both sides filed exceptions to the report, 
and they were argued. While Judge Clarke 
had the exceptions under consideration the 
contempt act of 1892 was passed by the 
legislature, providing for a trial by jury of 
twelve in contempt cases. The act provided 
that when ai defendant swore that 
he had nothing in his possession, he might 
be bailed pending the trial by jury. Ryan 
then made a motion to refer to a jury un- 
der that act. Judge Clarke granted the 
prayer and admitted Ryan to bail. 

Receiver IXingsbery carried the _ ruling 
to the supreme court, and they delivered 
a long decision. The. opinion showed the 
character of the contempt cases where the 
court below had a right to refer at any 
time or stage and refer the entire case or 
any issue to the jury. But, as it appeared 
that the judge did not exercise his dis- 
cretion in referring it to a jury, but rather 
regarded the act of 1892 as being manda- 
tory, the decision of Judge Ciarke was 
reversed. : | 

A motion was then made by the receiver 
that the court should proceed with the 
investigation and recommit Ryan to jail. 
Ryan filed an answer and asked to be 
discharged, or, in lieu, to be givensma trial 
by jury. 

The court then resumed the considera- 
tion where jt had been left off, and the 
case was argued last Monday. Yesterday 
the order was made discharging him. 

The Gist of the Decision. 

Judge Clarke’s opinion takes up the Levy 
and Draper transactions, and sums them 
up in an able manner, reaching the con- 
clusion that the Draper and Levy referred 
to by Ryan are different personages than 
the Levy and Draper referred to by the 
receiver. 

As to the other matter, he takes up the 
evidence in regard to the immense field 
covered by Ryan, and says that his record 
of daily sales is a marvel ‘in a country 
where bookkeeping jis possible. 

What Mr. Hopkius Thinks. 

“The question of Ryan's discharge lay 
wholly within the court’s discretion, and it 
is hardly possible that it can be reviewed. 
This power was given to Judge Clarke by 
the surpeme court. If the case was ear- 
ried to the supreme court, the issue would 
be whether in reaching his decision the 
judge abused his discretion, and not whether 
or not he was right in his ru'e discharging 
tyan. This is, in all propability, the most 
celebrated and last contempt case of iis 
class in the history of the state. Here- 
after, when such an issue is made, the 
defendant can only be put in jai] upon the 
verdict of twelve men.”

ABOUT A BET. 


Anu Interesting Controversy Over # Bet on the 
Vute on Silver. 

Trouble has arisen over a bet made in 
Atlanta some time ago between two well 
known gentlemen, and the outcome Cal- 
not be definitely decided until the senate 
goes on record in its vote on the repeal of 
the Sherman law, and even then the mat 
ter may be as far from an end as ever, as 
neither of the two parties will admit the 
loss of the bet- 

The story is an 
as follows: 

When congress met in extra session and 
the whole country was prospecting as to 
what it would do’on the financial question, 
Senator Gordon was, by almost unanimous 
eonsent among the northern papers, placed 
among those senators who would favor 
uneonditional regeal of the Sherman law. 
Even the New Xork and Boston papers that 
reached Washington on the day that Sena- 
tor Gordon arrived there so reckoned his 
vote in their tabulated statements as to 
the probable way in which the senate 
would vote, and, as was afterwards ex- 
plained by some of them, this was done, 
not by any authority given by Senator 
Gordon, but from the belief in Washing- 
ton that through the influence of Secretary 
Smith he could be so induced to stand to 
the administration. 

No sooner did the senator arrive in 
Washington, however, than he put at rest 
for the time any doubt as to where he 
stood. In an interview he repudiated the 
classification of his name among the un- 
conditional repealers, stating that he would 
not eonsent to such repeal unless it was 
coupled with some assurance that free 
coinage would follow. The northern pa- 
pers immediately erased his name from the 
classification in which they had placed him 
and from that day until last Tuesday he 
was, by unanimous aceord, placed among 
the senators opposing unconditional repeal. 

About the Bet. 


Two well known Atlanta gentlemen were 
discussig the situation in Washington 
on the day that the announcement of the 
senator’s determination to oppose uncondi- 
tional repeal was made. One of these gen- 
tlemen wagered the other $100 that Sen- 
ator Gordon's vote would be in favor of 
free coinage. The other gentleman took 
the bet, and wagered another hundred dol- 
lars that the senator would vote for un- 
conditiouwfal repgal. This was accepted 
by gentleman No. 1, who had just read 
Senator Gordon’s interview, and who 
urged his friend net to bet against a cer- 
tainty. But the bet was made, and on 
the decision of the payment a board of ar- 
bitration may yet have to be called in to 
decide as to who the money should go to. 

In Senator Gordon’s speech telegraphed 
a few days ago the senator made the an- 
nouncement that he would not only vote 
for unconditional repeal, but that he would 
not even favor any substitute, and the 
speech waa delivered a few minutes after 
the report of the senate’s finance commit- 
tee had been brought in by Senator Voor- 
hees. approving the Wilson bill just passed 
by the house, and simply coupling with it 
a declaration, though not an act, taken 
verbatim from the plank of the democratic 
platform declaring for bimetallism. 

The gentleman who bet that Senator 
Gordon would vote for unconditional re- 
peal says he will claim his money, while 
the other gentleman says that while he 
does not doubt that the senator will vote 
for the unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man law. he will claim his bet of $100 
on Senator Gordon’s declaration in his 
speech favoring unconditional repeal, that 
he was for free coJnage and would so vote 
when that issue came up. 

Can’t Decide About the Bet, 


Gentleman No. 2 says that when the 
vote on repeal is taken in the senate he 
will claim his $100 on Senator Gordon’s 
vote for uneotiditional repeal. 

yentleman No. says he will not pay 
the bet until there is another vote in the 
senate on free coinage, pure and simple, 
when he is confident he will win his $100 
bet when the senate votes for free coinage. 
Rut No. 2 says that No. 1 must pay his 
$100 on the first proposition, as soon as 
that is decided, as it is independent of the 
other het. “Tf,” says he. “the senate at 
some fnture time shonld have a chance to 
vote for free coinage. nure and simple, 
which I think exceedingly doubtful, and 
if Senator Gordon then votes for free eoin- 
age, I will cheerfully pay my $100 
promptly. But T shall insist on my $100 
on ee ay that he votes for unconditional 
repeal.

THEY LIFTED A SACK 


Two Young Boys Break Into a Postoflice 
and Are Caught. 


WERE FOND OF THE NICKEL LIBRARY 


And Thirsted for Adventure—An Interest- 
ing Story Narrated Before Commis- 
sioner Haley Yesterday. . 


It is seldom that a more pathetic story 
is brought into court than the one which 
was narrated before Commissioner Haley 
yesterday. x 

Two young boys, appparently not over 
fifteen or-sixteen years of age, and with 
all of the evidences of Christian training 
in their smooth, open faces, were arraigned 
before the magistrate on the criminal 
charge of breaking into a postoftice and 
of steafing therefrom a lot of stamps. 

The boys were Charles and Samuel Jack- 
son, and their home is at Auburn, (ia., in 
Gwinnett county. They are not brothers, 
however, as might be inferred from their 
names, though belonging to a large fam- 
ily which is one of the most respectable 
in that section of the country. : 

If the reason for their appearance in 
court can be expressed in a single word, 
the cause of the sorrow which they brought 
upon their homes, and the penalty to which 
their conduct will subject them, is the 
nickel library. 

Two or three years #go they contracted 
the habit of reading these offensive pub- 
lications. ‘luey would steal away from 
home for the purpose of gratifying their 
appetite, and in the quietude of the woods 
and other out of the way places they 
would pore over the pages of such books 
as they could obtain for the small sum of 
5 cents. The parents of the boys had 
warned them against the evil effect of such 
publications, and every effort, without 
avail, was used to prevent them Tromrteav- 
ing home. But the fascination of the 
books was too strong to be overcome by 
domestic entreaty or even corporal pun- 
ishment. 

The fondness grew until the passion was 
overmastering- The disposition to work 
or study was completely destroyed. ‘Lhe 
result was that wild and exaggerated ideas 
were implanted in their minds, and a dis- 
position to emulate, in some bold and dar- 
ing exploit, the record of adventures for 
which they had acquired such a positive 
admiration. 

They were not satisfied with the quiet 
village in which they had spent their boy- 
hood, and they longed for the larger ex- 
citement of the world. Auburn was too 
much like the old deserted village of wiTci 
they had possibly heard and their spirits, 
unnaturally excited by the stories which 
they had read, prompted them to set out 
on the quest of adventure. 

They conceived the idea of setting out 
for Tennessee, wh the vague notion that 
they would like to enter the railroad bus- 
iness. This was only the pregext, how- 
ever, with which they endeavored to sat- 
isfy their better natum. it was the ea- 
gerfiess for adventure that"prompted them 
to leave home and that nerved them up to 
the resolution which was needed to put 
their plan into operation. 

Money is a very important consideration 
when it comes to making a trip. ‘Lhe boys 
had spent all their dimes for trash and 
their treasury was vacant when it came 
to a question of getting ready for their 
trip. It was not prudent to set out with- 


out a supply of money, even if their inten- | 


tion was to walk a part of the way. After 
putting their heads together the result of 
their cogitation was a visit to the post- 
oftice. They planned to get into the office 
and to force open the cash drawer. 

When they reached the littie building in 
which the office was located they began 
to search around for a convenient mode 
of entrance. This was difficult to find 
and they settled the matter by prizing open 
a window. Getting into the office they 
began to look around for the glittering ob- 
ject of their search. They failed to get 
any money, however, and were oblged to 
satisfy their greed in stamps. ‘They took 
cll of these to be found to the amount of 
$2.64, in add*tion to several! other articles 
of merchandise from another portion. of 
the building. 

They were disappointed in their visit, 
but made away with the booty which they 
obtaiited. When the store was opened the 
following day the signs of the robbery 
were apparent. The matter was at once 
communxated to the proper authorities, 
aud Postoffice Inspector John W. Bulla 
began immediately to investigate the case. 

The burglary was committed on the 14th 
of last July. 

No time was lost in making the investi- 
gation and the result of the search was the 
apprehension of the two boYs. 

They came down to Atlanta yesterday 
morning, accompanied by the officer and 
the father of one of the boys, Mr. J. I. 
Jackson. The good man appeared to be 
painfully grieved and h&S manner. was 
that of a bitter and sorrowful heart. He 
eame to see that everything consistent 
with parental love was carried out and 
was deeply concerned in all of the devel- 
opments of the frial. 

There was no defense made to the charge 
and a preliminary trial of the case was 
waived. The boys appeared to be greafly 
moved and the manifestation of sorrow 
was only too apparent on their open, and 
in spite of their conduct, honest and manly 
faces. It was a sad commentary on the 
bad effect of evil literature as overcoming 
a Christian precept and example. The 
story, as told above, was substantially re- 
lated in the courtroom Yesterday and was 
listened to with interest by every one who 
heard it. 

The boys were committed to jail and the 
case will be tried early this fall.

Mrs. Guerry’s Wanderings and Privations. 

“When I came out of the Grady bospital 1 
went to my Jusband and children, who were 
at the Home for the Friendiess. and he touR 
us to Mrs. Bellamy’s. ‘he room was so smal] 
and so hot that with Mr. Guerry’s leaving all 
the windows open, the baby and I took cold. 
We then moved from there to Mrs. Jones's, 
where we stayed for a short while. 

“Irom there we went to Mrs. McCormicks, 
but came away from there to Mrs. Shields’s. 
For nearly two weeks there, I had nothing to 
eat. A cup of tea, perhaps, and a bite of 
bread. I was simply starving. I weuldn't 
tell anybody about my condition, for I thought 
my husband would do better. He took his 
meals in town, and I hope he had plenty tc 
eat. The children got bits of bread and ap- 
pie cores out of the garbage boxes, and what- 
ever they could pick up. r

a String of Litigation. 
ALL-DAY TRIAL YESTERDAY 


Mrs. Tittlebaum Accuses Her Neighbor of 
Having Her Highly Prized Table 
Spread—Three Casesin the Courts.

A long, but spicy string of litigation, caused 
by a 25-cents tablecloth, dragged out its 
Weary length and came to an end yesterday 
iu Justice Manning's court. 

Its history began under very cheerful ans- 
pices in police court a month and a half ago. 
It caused a fight, a family row, and in addi- 
tion to the case before Judge Andy Calloun, 
tws other 3ults had their existence in the 
justice's court. 

The tablecloth {s a very ordinary affair. 
The colors are not at all appetizing, nor the 
richness of the fabric such as to imnpr ss 
ene with the corresponding athucncee of the 
owcer. It was not imported and the maker 
_is not the possessor of any medals for the 
escellence of his manufactured goods. But 
as a maker and breeder of mischief and law- 
Suite, it is entitled to a front seat. 

Now, Mr. Nathan Tittlebaum and his wife. 
Heth of whom are Polish Jews. formerly 
owned a tablecloth. It was after a pattern 
end 0f a fabrie they highly prized and ad- 
mired. That tablecloth always gave their 
table a cheerful appearance that was not 
there when the tablecloth was in the elothes 
chest. * A tablecloth has been through the 
courts recently and Mr. and Mrs. ‘Tittlebaum 
ere very positively that it is their property— 
their prized tablecloth—but another couple 
just as positively state that the tablectoth is 
theirs. The question has resclved itself into 
oue of mistaken identity. 

On or about July 15th the -Tittlebanm ta- 
blecloth disappeared and a big pall of gloom 
settled upon the household. The next day 
Mrs. Tittlebaum discovered one on the table 
of her neighbor, Mrs. J. W. Terry, which 
she declared to be the one she had lost. Mrs. 
Tittlebaum was cited to appear in court for 
disorderly conduct and@ the Terrys were 
summoned as witnesses. The defendant was 
fired $3.75 and turned loose. 

Mrs. Tittlebaum was by no means satisfied. 
Hier heart still hungered for her missing table 
spread. Her husband went before Justice 
Landrum and took out a possessory warrant 
fer the tablecloth, which she alleged was 
hers. After un long trial Justice Landrum 
decided the case in favor of the defendant. 

Still not content, Mrs. Tittlebaum mado 
arother play for the prized tablecloth. She 
went before Justice Manning and took out a 
bail trover action for it. Yesterday the case 
wes tried before the justice. Both sides were 
represented by attorneys and a dozen wit- 
nesses Were present. 

Justice Manning decided the case as Justice 
Larvdium had done, tn favor of the defendant, 
and Mra. Tittlebaum was obliged to depart 
about fifteen dollars out of her nocket for 
the expenses of litigation and without her 
cloth. Justice Manning says the cloth has 
been In use two years afd its market value is 
about 25 cents. 

Sansone Drew a Hatchet. 

Ii. Sansone, the Italian fruit dealer, whose 
name has been familiar in the justece courts 
for some time past, was before Justice Orr 
yesterday on a charge of assault. 

A warrant was sworn out against him by a 
negro of the name of Ed Morgan. Morgan 
charged that Sansone cursed him in the viles¢ 
manner and drew a hatchet on him. The 
negro thought the Italian was going to mur- 
der him and, badly frightened, he got out 
of the way. He hurried to the justice and 


got a warrant. Sansone was released.

THE GROWING CROPS. 


The Report of the Commissioner for 
September Is ut. 


UNFAVORABLE “WEATHER EVERYWHERE 


Other News Caught at the State Capitol 
Yesterday—The Geological Survey 
Progressing Finely. 


The crop report for the month of Sep- 
tember is in the printer's hand and. will 
soon be issued from the state department 
of agriculture. 

It is not a very encouraging report taken 
as a whole, for the weather has been such 
during the month of August as to give the 
erowings crops of, Georgia a very serious 
“set back,” as the farmers say. 

Commissioner Nesbitt realizing that the 
report for the month just past is about 
the last before the harvest is really upon 
the farmers and with a desire to get an 
accurate report as possible, emphasized to 
his correspondents jin all the 
exert themsdves to get as careful estimates 
as possible. 

He gave them the following instructions: 

An average crop, or average condition, or 
anything with which comparison is made, is 
always taken as 100. Thus, if the corn crop 
at auy time is 10 per cent better than last 
year, 10 per cent better than an average, it 
should be reported as 110 in each case; and if 
10 per cent below the se standards, it should 
be 90. Never report. “10 per cent better.’’ or 
“10 per cent worse, but 110 or 9). as the 
case may. be. Avoid vague comparisons, such 
as “‘soume better,’’ “hardly so good,” “above 
fll average,”’ ete, 

In making wp your answers let them apply 
to the whole county in which you reside, as 
far in every direction as your know sige may 
extend, not simply to your own farm. 

The reports from all the counties have 
been compiled by the authorities in the 
commissioner's office and the results, as 
shown by the various tables, give the fol- 
lowing figures of percentages: 

Cotton (compared with an 
7) 2-7. 

Corn, SS mide 

Rice, 6. 

Sugar cane, 

Sweet potatoes, 

Tobaceo, OD. 

These figures will be of interest to the 
farmers of the state and to the business 
men of the market cities, too, as they are 
very carefully prepared and will be the 
last figures on estimation, perhaps, before 
the harvest is somewhat advanced. 

Some General Remarks. 

The following remarks, taken from the 
state commissioner's monthly report, are 
of interest: 

In the report for August 
that for the month of July 
areas had been subjected to 
weather conditions. During the month of 
August fhis has been even more marked 
am we regret to say that the area where 
the seasons have, to any extent, been pro- 
pitious, has become much more limited. 
Indeed, the wenther has been so unfavor- 
able in some localities that the injury the 
crops have suffered has amounted almost 
to a disaster. Some sections have suffered 
from too much rain while others have had 
rains followed by drought, with dry and 
parching winds injurious to all plants. 

As to Cotton. 

Since the last report the condition of 
this crop has_ fallen off 4 1-2 per cent, and 
is now 79 2-7, and while these figures are 
slightly sae those of Iast year, yet the 
backwardness of the crop is such that it is 
liable to further injury and with only a 
small increase in acreage we are inclined 
to the opinion that the total vield for the 
state will not exceed that of last year. 
With the low prices prevailing it is impera- 
tive That the farmer should so handle his 
crop both in gathering and sheltering the 
bales, as to be able to obtain the highest 
market price. In that portion of the re- 
port given to the monthly talk of the com- 
missioner special attention is called to the 
importance of this matter. 

The Corn Crop. 

The condition of this crop has fallen off 
very greatly and is now 11 per cent be- 
low the corresponding period for last year. 
Notwithstanding this the increased acreage 
will compensate for loss by reason of unfa- 
vorable seasons and the total yield will 
equal or exceed that of last year. 

Rice Is Storm Beaten. 


The yield for this crop as shown by the 
tabulated statement promised to be almost 
an average. Since the correspondent re- 
ported, very disastrows storms have pre- 

vailed in this section resulting from the 
reports in enormous damage to rice plan- 
ters. We can only hope that detailed ac- 
counts may show that the injury is not so 
widespread as reported. 

County Judges Reappointed. 

Yesterday the governor reappointed two 
county judges whose terms have recently 
expired. They will continue in office antil 
the general a33ombly is in session again. 

For the county court of Baldwin Judge 
John T. Allen was appointed to hold down 
the bench again. 

For the county of Butts Judge B. P-
